REMARKS

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection with respect to all of the claims 
now in the application (i.e., Claims 1-9) is respectfully requested in view of the 
foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

Concerning initially the Restriction Requirement, Applicant hereby confirms the 
provisional election of the invention of Group l-namely, Claims 1-9 and 15-22 with 
traverse. 

Applicant notes with appreciation the Examiner's indication of the allowability 
of Claim 3 if the 1 1 2 rejection were overcome and if the claim was placed in condition 
for allowance. By this Amendment, the subject matter of Claim 3, as well as Claim 
2 on which it depends, has been incorporated into independent Claim 1 and the 
subject matter of Claim 3 has been amended as suggested on page 4 of the Office 
Action so as to place Claims 1-9 in condition for allowance. The remaining Claims 10 
- 22 have been cancelled, without prejudice, so as to place the application in condition 
for allowance. 

Finally, Applicant hereby requests a one-month extension of time in which to 
respond to the outstanding Office Action.
